Wo entertained
oursslves exploring tho reglon, and
were finally delighted by ths appesr-
ance of a fine large bear, led by two
Fronchmen, The bear was from the
Pyrenees wounntaivs and conld dance,
turn somersaults, shake hands, and
flually climbed & telegraph pole almost
tothe top. A tralnon arond crossing
ours cume to our assistancs after two
hours walting, and we were carried on
to Curbondale, where we visited the
large Erie coal miue,

“This mine e nds eight miles in
one direction,fo-  Jdleain auother,with
n poasible wall thirty five miles npd
nn undergrounua cowmuuication with
Sernnton, It is distinguiahod by its
electric lighting, which extends GO0
yards, nnd for which the miue is visited
by enugincers from all parta of the
world, It is snid to ba a very dry,clean
mine, and ao oneoverad light can be
oarried with safety to every part of it,
owing to the absence of gas. Oar de-
socent in the cage took us 170 feet, and
from [there we walkéd two miles
through the mine to another exit, We
saw the miners drill the holes, fill
thewm with powder, and plece tue fuse.
At u greater distance we heard the
consequent explosion and the breaking
of the conl, Aguin mearer, we saw the
broken musses lowded into the cara and
carrled off by the numberless mules
that seemed to baunt the darkest cor-

ners upd  wturtle you, a3 your
light dlscovered them. We took
specimmens of the conl, an

vXuellont anthracite, but not to be
compnred with the Huzloton coal, Tho
visit was # valusble lesson, wod noew
to wmest of us.  Lhere fa a grent charm
in such un experience--the darkness,
the uncertainty of path, the circles of
light from the miner's caps, and from
our own torehes; the miners them-
selves, with their cheerful, dirty faces,
nll making striking pictures that will
lust long in our memories. \Wo were
intalligently and pleasantly guided by
three of the wmen, and we wnde u
ehnuce ncquaintance with many more
A flush-licut photograph was nttempt-
ed of & group of wioers, which seamed
to interest them very wuch, We luft
the ool lower depths, with s tempera-
tare of 63 degrees, and ewerged into
the hot, bright sunlight of a different
world, We went over to the bhuge
Lreuker, which we mounnted and ox-
mnined, nnd then we returoed, very
dirty, to our botel. This was & fitting
vonclusion to onr three weeks' pilgrim-
uge, in which we bad studled so mauy
phinsus of Nuture's worle."
